There’s a $13.9-million “funding gap” in 
HRM’s budget and council will decide 
what to do about it tomorrow. 

Staff will present a budget update to 
the Committee of the Whole and the 
news isn’t great: They need to find 
$13.9 million for the 2011-12 budget 
and $15.6 million in 2012-13. 

Basically council has to trim services 
or find the money elsewhere, Mayor Pe¬ 
ter Kelly explained yesterday. 

“For us it’s time to step back and look 
at how we conduct our business and is 
there a more cost-efficient way to 
provide the services?” he said. “Are we 
providing more than we can afford or 
what the public want?” 

One slide in the staff presentation 
says: “We have hit the wall: Cut services 
or increase taxes.” 

HRM faced a $35.5-million shortfall 
when it crafted this budget and made 
some cuts. But by the time some of

those items (such as fee hikes and bus 
services) came forward to council for 
cutting approval, council balked. 

“Once council decides what those 
service levels are going to be, no matter 
what they are, the more they don’t ad¬ 
here to it then the more cost pressures 
they bear to the operations,” Kelly said. 

The staff presentation shows $13.9 
million can be made up by the fall of 
2011 from collecting $3 million from ef¬ 
ficiencies, $3.5 million from continuing 
vacancy management of staff, and $6.5 
million from operating funding reduc¬ 
tions.

Police have yet to identify 
the man killed in a single¬ 
vehicle accident early Sat¬ 
urday morning in 
Dartmouth.

A hearing starts today to 
decide if bridge tolls will 
be going up early next 
year. 

Halifax Harbour 

Bridges (HHB) has a public 
hearing scheduled at the 
Nova Scotia Utility and Re¬ 
view Board beginning to¬ 
day. They want to raise the 
tolls from 75 cents to $1 
for motorists paying cash, 
and from 60 cents to 80 
cents for MacPass users. 

If the application is ap¬ 


proved by the URAB, the 
new prices would take ef¬ 
fect Feb. 1. 

The increase will pay 
for redeclcing the MacDon¬ 
ald Bridge in 2014-16, 
which will cost at least 
$137 million. Steve 
Snider, HHB general man¬ 
ager and CEO, said they 
don’t want to borrow any 
more money to do it, and 
raising tolls makes more 
sense. 

“We don’t think we 
should borrow that much 
money,” he said. “We 
haven’t had a toll increase 
for automobiles since

1992 and we don’t think 
it’s fiscally responsible for 


us to continue borrowing 
more money.” 

The commission cur¬ 
rently owes $54 million 
which would balloon to 
$190 million if they bor¬ 
rowed to pay for the re- 
declcing, according to 
Snider. 

The toll increase has 
nothing to do with en¬ 
couraging people to get on 
the bus. A study released 
last week showed tolls 
would need to increase by 
1,000 per cent during 
peak hours in order to 
make an impact. That’s $6 
a crossing.

In Cape Breton, snow¬ 
plows and salt trucks 
were deployed over the 
weekend as the condi¬ 
tions worsened, but in a 
span of a couple of hours 
police responded to 17 
separate motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents.

Spray-painted on the 
boarded-up windows of 
the closed-down Queen 
Elizabeth High School is a 
question: “What’s the big 
idea?” 

In a conference room at 
the nearby Atlantica Hotel 
yesterday, about 100 peo¬ 
ple gathered to figure out 
an answer to that ques¬ 
tion. 

Capital Health held the 
public consultation to get 
community feedback on 
how best to use the QEH 
land. 

Demolition of the 
school building, which 
has sat vacant since 2007, 
is scheduled to begin in 


December. The 2.5 acres 
of land is earmarked for a 
future expansion of the 
hospital. 

But Capital Health has 
floated the idea that, in 
the intervening five years, 
the land should be used as 
an urban farm. 

Area Coun. Jennifer 
Watts, who was on hand 
for the consultation, 
along with her downtown 
counterpart Dawn Sloane, 
said the farm could serve 
as a model for how to 
make use of the city’s va¬ 
cant lots. 

“It’s a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity to educate,” agreed 
Brian Ranlcine, Capital 
Health’s business develop¬ 
ment director. 

“Hopefully it will en¬ 
courage others to look at

land use. (Halifax does) 
have a lot of vacant land.

Ranlcine said feedback 
on the urban farm idea 
has been overwhelmingly 
positive, with the excep¬ 
tion of some staff who 
would prefer to see in¬ 
creased parking infra¬ 
structure near the 
hospital.

O Laurie Bembenek dies aged 52 O 
Efforts to clear name still ongoing 



The prison escape of for¬ 
mer Playboy Club bunny 
and Milwaukee police offi¬ 
cer Laurie (Bambi) Bem¬ 
benek popularized the 
phrase “Run Bambi Run” 
and seemed tailor-made for 
the TV movie it inspired. 

But despite the fame gar¬ 
nered by her flight, Bem¬ 
benek died having spent 
more than two decades in¬ 
sisting on her innocence, 
yet never fully clearing her 
name. Her attorney said 
yesterday those efforts will 
continue. 

The 52-year-old died 


Saturday of liver failure at a 
hospice care centre in Port¬ 
land, Oregon. 

Bembenek worked 
briefly as a Playboy Club 
waitress in Lake Geneva be¬ 
fore becoming a police offi¬ 
cer in Milwaukee. There 
she married detective Fred 
Schultz, and was later con¬ 
victed in 1982 of fatally 
shooting his ex-wife, Chris¬ 
tine Schultz. Bembenek 
was sentenced to life in 
prison but maintained her 
innocence. In 1990, she 
escaped Taycheedah Cor¬ 
rectional Institution in 


Fond du Lac and fled to 
Canada with then-fiance 
Dominic Gugliatto. 

Herstoiywas made into 
a book and a 1993 TV 


movie starring Tatum 
O’Neal, Woman on Trial: 
The Lawrencia Bembenek 
Stoiy.

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Do polygamy 
laws violate 
freedom? 


O B.C. court to review laws © Bountiful 
case raised religious freedom questions 


A B.C. court will start exam¬ 
ining today whether Cana¬ 
da’s polygamy laws are 
constitutional. 

B.C. Supreme Court will 
hear a case that began in an 
obscure fundamentalist 
Mormon community in the 
province’s southeast comer. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment asked the court to de¬ 
cide if the laws that 
prohibit polygamy violate 
the right to freedom of reli¬ 
gion. 

Last year, prosecutors in 
B.C. charged two leaders in 
Bountiful, B.C., with one 
count each of practising 
polygamy, but the charges 
were later thrown out. 

The court is preparing to 
hear from more than two 
dozen witnesses, including 
former residents of Bounti¬ 
ful.

Emirates 
responds to 
skepticism 

O ‘Job creation’ will result from 
Canadian landing rights: President 


The United Arab Emirates’ 
flagship airline wants to 
“set the record straight” af¬ 
ter the federal government 
argued that tens of thou¬ 
sands of Canadian jobs 
were at risk if it granted 
more landing rights to air¬ 
lines from the Middle-East¬ 
ern country. 

Dubai-based Emirates is 
rejecting the claim that 
Government House leader 
John Baird made twice in 
the House of Commons on 
Friday. 

“With regards to the po¬ 
tential for ‘tens of thou¬ 
sands of jobs’ losses, 
Emirates has difficulty in 
understanding this asser¬ 
tion,” said airline president 
Tim Clark in a statement 
sent to The Canadian Press 
yesterday. 

“We can assure the 
Canadian government that 
the increased presence of 
Emirates in Canada will on¬ 
ly deliver favourable bene¬ 
fits to the Canadian 
economy and in particular 
to the travelling public.” 

The dispute over land¬ 
ing rights between Canada

The Canadian Forces 
had been using Camp Mi¬ 
rage rent-free for the past 
nine years to get troops 
and equipment into 
Afghanistan. Moving to a 
new base is expected to 
cost Canadian taxpayers at 
least $300 million. 

The U.A.E. has also im¬ 
posed visa restrictions on 
visiting Canadians since 
the flap over landing 
rights.

Have Darrell Dexter's New 
Democrats finally, belatedly 
discovered their governing 
groove? 

W hen Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s first demo¬ 
cratic socialist 
government ar¬ 
rived at the 
governing 

starting gate in June 2009, they 
were already saddled with an 
embarrassment of their own 
making — how to renege, 
almost yesterday, on virtually 
eveiy promise they’d made to 
get elected: A balanced budget, 
no new taxes, no program cuts, 
24-hour ER services, a chicken in 
every pot... 

Without passing Go, they 
stumbled into the grubby MLA 
expenses scandal. While that 


mess was not solely of their own 
making, they bumbled its 
handling, miscalculating the 
seismic depths of public outrage 
and squandering 
what remained 
of public 
goodwill. 

For much of 
the rest of its 
first year-and-a- 
half in office, 

Dexter’s NDP 
has seemed un¬ 
able to gain con¬ 
trol of its own 
agenda. 

Until recently. 

Take last 
week, for exam¬ 
ple. Dexter 
began by piggybacking on a fed¬ 
eral commitment of $20 million 
for tidal power projects to tout 
what he calls the province’s 


coming role as “a world leader” 
in clean energy. By the end of 
the week, he’d inked a tentative 
$6.2-billion deal with Newfound¬ 
land to bring hy¬ 
dro power from 
the Lower 
Churchill River 
to the Maritimes 
and the U.S. 

Meanwhile, 
his ministers 
were introducing 
far less flashy but 
crowd-pleasing 
measures to pro¬ 
tect used car buy¬ 
ers from lemons 
and cyclists from 
drivers, and to 
belatedly hand 
the auditor general the power he 
needs to muck about in govern¬ 
ment-business dealings. 

Dexter’s government even ap¬ 


pears to have grabbed the “big 
decision” ball. This fall, it said 
yes to a controversial new 
convention centre, no to oil and 
gas exploration on George’s 
Bank, no to online gambling, 
and yes to funding Lucentis to 
treat macular degeneration, the 
leading cause of blindness in 
people over 50. 

Health Minister Maureen Mac¬ 
Donald, who also recently struck 
a deal to cut costs for generic 
versions of the anti-cholesterol 
drug Lipitor, framed her own an¬ 
nouncement as “an important 
first step” in getting fairer drug 
prices for Nova Scotians. 

As if there might actually be a 
plan... 

Darrell Dexter’s NDP is still a 
long way from proving it 
deserves a second mandate, but 
it has finally begun the climb 
back to where it began.

Amy Sedaris 

gets crafty 

in Simple Times 


Amy Sedaris grew up mak¬ 
ing crafts, but that doesn’t 
mean she has to like them. 

“I hate crafts,” Sedaris 
said with an upbeat grin as 
she kicked off a book tour 
to promote Simple Times: 
Crafts for Poor People - 
the tongue-in-cheek guide 
she wrote with collabora¬ 
tor Paul Dinello. 

With her trademark hu¬ 
mour, Sedaris roasts the 
1970s-era earnestness often 
associated with crafting, 


with chapters such as Craft¬ 
ing for Jesus, and Teenagers 
Have a Lot of Pain. But she 
also offers plenty of inven¬ 
tive ideas, and conveys 
warmth and knowledge 
about her subject. 

Sedaris, a TV and movie 
actress best known for her 
Comedy Central series 
Strangers with Candy, is al¬ 
so a baker who has sold 
cupcakes and cheese balls 
out of bakeries and coffee 
shops in New York. 


The idea for a crafting 
book grew out of her previ¬ 
ous book, I Like You: Hospi¬ 
tality Under the Influence, 
a humorous guide to enter¬ 
taining, published in 2006. 
It ended with a crafts sec¬ 
tion, and “I didn’t have 
much room for it,” she 
said. “So I had in the back 
of my head that maybe one 
day I’ll do a crafts book.” 

After the chapters were 
decided on, Sedaris trans¬ 
formed her apartment in 


New York’s West Village 
into a workshop for hun¬ 
dreds of projects. 

Collaborators included 
comedian Stephen Col¬ 
bert, who showed how to 
make a pin out of pieces of 
broken china found on a 
beach, and designer Todd 
Oldham, who made a tin- 
foil bracelet. A section on 
“out of this world” crafts 
was inspired by Neil 
Patrick Harris.

Easy gluten-free loaf 



Ingredients: 

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) creamy 
roasted almond butter, 
room temperature 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) olive oil 

• 3 large eggs 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) arrowroot 
powder 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) salt 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) baking soda 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) dried apri¬ 
cots, chopped into 5 mm 
(1/4 inch) pieces 

• 125 (1/2) cup dried 
cranberries 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) sesame 
seeds 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) sunflower 
seeds 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) pumpkin 
seeds 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) sliced 
almonds, plus 30 ml (2 tbsp) 
to sprinkle on top 


Preparation: 

I ln a large bowl, blend al¬ 
mond butter, olive oil 
and eggs until smooth. 

2 In a medium bowl, com¬ 
bine arrowroot powder, 
salt and baking soda. 
Blend arrowroot 
mixture into wet 
ingredients until thor¬ 
oughly combined. Fold 
in apricots, cranberries, 
seeds and sliced 
almonds. 

3 Grease a 1 . 5 -I (3 1 / 2 -by-

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Warding off 
a cocoa crisis 


O Chocolate could be as rare and expensive as caviar 
in 20 years, experts say © But principles of fair trade 
and technology could prevent a global chocolate crisis

The disturbing news spread 
like wildfire in forums and 
Web sites across the Inter¬ 
net: chocolate could be ex¬ 
tremely rare and pricey in 
20 years’ time, experts 
claim. 

This news is sure to 
frighten candy lovers and 
the general public the 
world over. 

Despite this, the World 
Cocoa Foundation (WCF), a 
leading industry group in 
promoting sustainable co¬ 
coa farming, doesn’t be¬ 
lieve that prediction has to 
become reality and is help¬ 
ing farmers, in partnership 
with businesses, govern¬ 



ments and research 
institutes, with the 
tools they need to 
succeed. 

The startling reve¬ 
lation about choco¬ 
late gathered 

strength just last 
week when John Ma¬ 
son, founder of the 
Ghana-based Nature 
Conservation Re¬ 
search Council, told 
British newspaper 
the Independent that short¬ 
ages in production in Africa 

— which produces around 
70 per cent of world’s cocoa 

— will have wonying con¬ 
sequences. 

However, Bill Guyton, 
the president of the WCF, is 
more optimistic. “While we 
understand the research da¬ 


ta indicating that cocoa 
could become a rarity in 20 
years time, the WCF does 
not believe that prediction 
has to become reality.” 

But in order to meet the 
growing demand for choco¬ 
late products, farmers must 
get better conditions, says 
Guyton.

Where they don’t differ 
much is in the price. You 
might also want to pur¬ 
chase a timer to save even 
more money on your utility 
bill. 

As for recycling that old 
string of lights, you have a 
few options. Most regional 
recycling facilities can help. 
Find out what you can recy¬ 
cle in your area by contact¬ 
ing the BC Recycling 
Council at 1-800-667-4321. 
In 2009, for example, BC 
Hydro set up an incandes¬ 
cent light-string recycling 
program in the Lower Main¬ 
land during the Bright 
Nights in Stanley Park sea¬ 



sonal event. 

No matter where you 
live, you can visit the web¬ 
site of your utility provider 
to see if it is hosting a simi¬ 
lar local event. 

Various retailers, such as 
Home Depot, have also 
hosted holiday light ex¬ 
changes in the past.

Some stores will 
even reward your recycling 
and energy-saving efforts by 
offering discounts on LED 
options. 

Holiday LEDs is an e- 
commerce company that 
offers a program to recycle 
your lights. It’s free, but you 
will have to pay to ship the 
lights to Michigan. Consider 
getting together with 
friends or family and put to¬ 
gether one parcel. In 
2009/2010 Holiday LEDs re¬ 
cycled about 4,500 kilo¬ 
grams of old lights. Find the 
company online at Holi- 
dayLEDs.com or visit its 
Faceboolc page.

You may think it can’t 
happen, but it can, and it 
does.

Your real-life 
reputation is based on 
your interactions and the 
way you compose yourself 
in real-world, face-to-face 
circumstances.

Social networking sites 
such as Faceboolc and 
Twitter provide a great 
conduit for keeping in 
touch with people you 
may not otherwise be able 
to keep in touch with.
